RAILWAY MUST

Proposed Route of Alberta North- 
western, Running Outside of City 
is not Satisfactory. 


Before the Legislature entered upon 
the orders of the day of yesterday at- 
ternoon’s session, A, J, Robertson, 
the member for High River, stated 
at some length and in ecarefuily- chos- 
en words, that which he believed he 
had said and intended to have said 
in Thursday's debate. He called the 
attention of the House to the fact 
that in the Bulletin’ report of pro- 
ceedings, he was described as making 
statements reflecting on the loyalty 
of foreign-born Albertans, and he de- 
¢lared he had no intention of ques- 
tioning the loyalty of these people. 

What Mr. Robertson eid yesterday 
that he believed he said and wanted 
to say on Thursday was that the va- 
rious colonies coming into this land, 
and who had already learned to love 
other flags and other institutions than 
ours, might, if they had not instilled 
into them here the love sof our insti- 
tutions and flags, be less patriotic 
than we would desire them to be, 

The Bulletin in its report yesterday 
gave a summary of Mr. Robertson's 
epeech in which he had stated that 
new races coming into Alberta were 
forming separme communities and 
disregarding Canadian institutions, 
His speech, which he states made no 
reflection upon the leyalty of foreign- 
born Albertans, was immediately tak- 
en up in the House py the member 
for Wetaskiwin, who was roused to a 
hot retort in defence of the patriotism 
and loyalty and Canadian sentiment 
oi the Seandinaviangs and German, 
French and other settlers in Alberta, 

On the orders of the day being read, 
W. C. Simmons moved that the peti-

On motion of Hon, Mr, Cross, a bill 
to further amend the Edmonton Char- 
ter, was read a first time, as was also 
a bill to incorporate the Russo-Ger 
man Club, this bill to be read a see 
ond time on Wednesday next. 

Two bills passed their third read- 
ing: ‘An Act to Provide for the Gar- 
nishment of the Salaries of Civil Ser- 
vants,” introduced by Hon, Mr. Ruth- 
erford, and “‘An Act Respecting Gaols 
and Prisons,’’ introduced by Hon. Mr. 
Cross, 

A‘second reading was given “An Act 
Respecting Constables,”’ and the mea- 
sure was referred to the committee 
of the whole house on Monday next. 

Hon, Mr, Cross asked the leaye of 
the House to withdraw Bill No, 27, an 
act concerning the amendment of Ed- 
monton Charter ,as he had introduced 
another bill to amend this charter, 
which incorporated all the provisions 
of the previous bill, The request was 
neceded to. 

Tn committee of the whole “An Act 
Respecting Partnerslfip,”” introduced 
by Hon. Mr, Cross. was read with 
amendments and will be given a third 
reading on Monday next. The ‘Act 
to Amend Chapter 53 of the Statutes 
of 1906 of the Province of Alberta, be- 
ing an Act to incorporate the Alberta 
North-Western Railway Company,” 
introduced by Mr, Bredin, came be- 
fore the whole house for consideration 
but it met with considerable criticism 
and was permitted to stand over until! 
Monday next, 

The améndment, which relates to 
the southern portion of the proposed 
railroad running from Medicine Hat 
to Rocky Mountain House, was criti- 
cised by Hon, Mr, Cushing, the mem- 
ber for Calgary, He objected to its 
route being planned to pass eighty 
miles outside Calgary, and not to en- 
ter the city, In this he saw dangers 
of a future hold-up of that city. 

Mr. Bredin spoke in defence of the 
route, saying that north of Nanton 
it served a new country altogether, 
which was as yet unopened by rail- 
roads, E. H, Riley, member for Glei- 
chen, claimed that maps of the in- 
tended route of railways asking char- 
ters should be supplied the House as 
well as members of the railway eom- 
mittee, 

John T, Moore, chairnvan of the 
railway committee, stited that the ob- 
jections raised by Mr, Cushing had 
been made before; that it wae 1 nie 
ed the road irom Medicine Hat to Cal 
gary would be paralleling the C.P_R., 
while it was known that from Medi- 
cine Hat to Nanton the route was by 
no means over & smooth prairic. In- 
stead of the town of Keith named in 
the améhdment as a point on the rai- 
way, it had been suggested in commit- 
tee that Cochrane should be substi- 
tuted, 

Hon, Mr, Cushing, still dissatisfied 
with the projected route of the road, 
rsked that it be reconsidered, and 
that if it runs Within eighty miles of 
Calgary that it be compelléd to enter 
th + city,

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SPEECH FROM THRONE IN. |. 
ONTARIO LEGISLATURE 


Big Task Belore Legisiators—Full Text 
of Speech Delivered at Opening of 
Ontario Parliament on Thureday— 
Forecast of Legislation. 


Toronto, Feb. %—The full text of the 
speech from the throne delivered yester- 
day at the opening of the Ontario Legis- 
lature is as follows 

“Mr. Speaker and 
legislative assembly. 

Tt affords me! satisfaction to once more 
meet you as the representatives of the 
people in parliament assembled. 

“Our thanks are due to the Almighty 
God that’ while in some sections of the 
province the harvest was not as abun. 
dant as in the previous year, yet the 
geheral interest and intlustry of our 
people, displayed during the past year 
with reference to business and com- 
mercial undertakings, indicate contin- 
ued prosperity. 

“It is also a matter of satisfaction 
that our province has suffered compara- 
lively little of the financial stringency 
which has been very marked in other 
countries during the past few months. 

“It will afford You gratification 
know that the first payment of the ad 
ditional subsidy from the Dominion ar 
ranged for at thp late inter-provincia! 
conference and payable under the aet 
passed at the last session of the imper- 
ial parliament, has been received by the 
Dotuinion Government of the territory 
extending northward to Hudson bay and 
forming the Hinterland of Ontario, but 
a decision is expected soon, 

“The work of the revision of the sta 
tutes has made such progress that sev- 
eral of the improvement acts will be 
laid before you for your approval.

“The construction of the Temiskam 
ing and Northern Ontario railway has 


een nearly completed, the rails having 
been laid so far as a point two hundred 
and eight miles beyond North Bay and 
About forty miles south of the probable 
jnnction with the Grand Trunk’ Pacific 
Hiilway, while the earnings have con 
finned to be satisfactory and largely is 
excess of the outlay incurred in operat 
ing the road. 


“Very. fair progress has been made 
in the development of the mining in 
tlustry in Cobalt and vicinity and the 


investigation and working of the Gillies 
limit have been very satisfactory. 

“The minister of agriculture paid ¢ 
Visit to England during the past sum- 
wer for the purpose of investigating the 
conditions surrounding the emigration 
problem, While there he was able te 
take steps for the careful supervision 
of intending emigrants to Ontario, By 
agreement the distribution has been tak 
on oyer by the, Dominion government 
thus it making it possible for the pro 
vincial government to develop more at 
tention to the careful selection of de- 
thle settlers, 

‘A demonstrative farm has been es 
tablished at Driftwood river, north of 
the height of land in a good agricultural 
country. By experiments the crep rais 
ing conducted there much practical in 
formation will’ be gained for the use ol 
intending settlers,

SAYS KEEP FEDERAL COAL LAND. 
Garfield Urges Government to Guard 
Against Private Monopoly. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Government 
lands containing coal deposits should 
never be sold, according to the recom 


mendation in the annual report 0 
Secretary of the Interior Garfield, 
made public today. 

There are approximately 70,0)0,000 


acres of guch Jund. Of this area 14,- 
600,000 acres have been geologically 
surveyed and classified and may be 
purchased at prices ranging from $1 
to $20 an acre. Secretary Gartield 
insists that these lands should be 
jeased and not sold, in order that the 
government may retain the right tc 
operate its coal districts if it sees fit. 

“The surest way to avoid the evils 
of monopolistic control of coal lands 
by private interests,’’ suys Secretary 
Gartield, “is to retain in the govern- 
ment the right to contro] operation un- 
der lease regulations. The man or 
the corporation producing the coal 
must be given an area sufficiently 
large to warrant the expenditure 0} 
the money necessary profitably to de- 
velop and market the coal. The ex- 
perience in other sections of the coun- 
iry and abroad leads me to believe 
that the best possible method of 
accomplishing these results is for the 
government to rétain the title to the 
coul and to lease under proper regula- 
tions whieh will induce development 
when needed, prevent waste and pre- 
vent monopoly.”

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even nuinbered section of Do- 
ninion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
Vest Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
eserved, may be home-steaded by any 
verson tlie sole head of a family, or male 
ver 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
(uarter pection, of 160 acres, more or 
eas, 

Application for homestead entry must 
v made in person by the applicant at 
t Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
ntry by proxy may, however, be made 
it any agency on certain con- 
‘itions by the father, mother, son, 
‘aughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ng homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
ion made personally at any Sub-Agent’'s 
tlice may be wired to the Agent by the 
sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
ant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ant on receipt of the telegram such 
ipplication is to have priority and the 
and will be held until the necessary pa- 
vers to complete the transaction are re- 
eived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
pplicant will forfeit all priority + of 
laim or if entry has been granted it 
‘ill be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
made in person. The applicant must 
¢ eligible for homestead entry and no 
ther application will be received from | 
n individual until that application has 
wan disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
uent to institution for cancellation pro- 
eedings the applicant for cancellation 
ill be entitled to prior right of entry. 
Applicant for cancellation must state 
n what particulars the Lomoesteader is 
n default. 

A homesteader, whose entry is not the 
ubject-of cancellation proceedings may, 
ubject ‘to the approval of Depart ment 
elinguish it in favour of father, mother, 
on, daughter, brotber or sister if elign- 
‘le, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
tion of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required fo per-} 
orm the duties under one of the follow- 
ng plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
nd cultivation of the land in each year

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de 
ires, perform the required residence du- 
ies by living on farming land owned 
olely- by him, not less than eighty (80) 
veres in extent, in the vicinity of bis 
omestead.

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
ather is deceased) of a homesteader has 
vermanent residence on farming land

he homestead or upon a homestead en- 
ered for by bim in the vicinity, such 
iomesteader may perform his own resi- 
lence duties by living with the father 
or mother). 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the 
weeeding paragraphs is defined as meun- 
ng not more than nine miles in a direct 
ine, exclusive of the width of yoad al- 
owances crossed in the neasurement,
